New York, Oct. 27.—The steel

A meeting of the men higher up in 


the great corporation was held last 
night in the famous library of J. P. 
Morgan's up town house. It did not 
adjourn until one o'clock this morn- 
ing1. 
Jiist who attended cannot be 


said with certainty. 
Likewise what 


transpired at the meeting is not 
known. 
It is only known that for 


hours the men who hold the destinies 
of the billion dollar steel corporation 
in their hands sat in the midst of 
Morgan's art treasures and discussed 
the situation. 


While no official statements were 


forthcoming the indications are that 
the government's dissolution suit will 
he fought to the last ditch. 
Jn the 


meantime United States Marshall AV. 
Snowdeji of Trenton, X. J., is here to- 
day endeavoring to serve papers on 
the individual defendants in the suit. 


He served to Judge Gary last night 


and is today hunting1 down such quar- 
ries as John 13. Rockefeller, J. P. 
Morgan, D. ,T. Reed, Andrew Car- 
neig-o and a score of others named in 
the suit. 


Trenton, N. J., Oct. 27.—The gov- 


ernment's long planned suit to break 
up the so-called steel trust was be- 
gun yesterday in the United States 
Circuit court. 
It is the most sweep- 


ing anti-trust action ever brought b3' 
the department of justice. 


The government not only asks for 


the dissolution of the United States 
Steel corporation, but for the dissolu- 
tion of all contingent or subsidiary 
companies, which are alleged to have 
combined in violation of the Sherman 
law to "maintain or attempt to main- 
tain, a monopoly of the steel busi- 
ness." There are ZG subsidiary cor- 
porations named as defendants.
